priation from Legislature. 
Wa* Argued Before Senate Commit 
tee TBenday. 


The trustees 
of the 
Pennsylvania 
State College have asked the legisla­ 
ture 
to appropriate 
$3,300,482 
to 
meet 
the institution’s needs 
during 
the next two years. 
Two bills were 
introduced. 
The sum of $1,250,000 is requested 
for general maintenance. To construct 
six new buildings, 
$1,625,000 is car­ 
ried. The contemplated buildings are 
for agriculture, 
mining, engineering, 
natural science, domestic science, an 
arm ory and a power plant. 
In the extension 
bill, $370,482 
is 
provided to match the federal appro­ 
priation to State agricultural colleges 
under the Smith-Lever aet. For en­ 
gineering 
extension, 
involving

prentice, trade and night schools in 
various parts of the state*, $30,000 is 
asked, and $25,000 is specified for the 
summer session for teachers.

receiving state aid were heard Tues­

the Senate

committee, which is considering the 
I)aix bill, drafted by the Patriotic Or­ 
der Sons of America, establishing a 
m ilitary training commission 
in the 
state. 
No action was taken on the 
measure but 
it was apparent 
from 
questions asked by members of the 
‘Committee 
that 
the 
bill 
will 
be 
amended if it is to become a law*. 
Proponents of the measure favored 
military training because it promotes 
love of country and raises the morals 
and physical standards of the youth 
of the nation. Some of the opponents 
of the measure fought it because of 
conscientious
